Why Utopia? 

Have you ever watched how 
children nave to suffer? Surely 
you’ve seen a parent in a super 
market or on the street 
screaming at and/or otherwise 
humiliating their child and jerk 
them around. How much worse 
it must be in their homes. 

Why should a beautiful little 
human being be subjected to 
such cruelty? How can they 
grow to become decent sane 
adults if they are not given love 
and understanding? How can 
they become loving parents 
someday? 

And what of the babies and 
children in single parent 
families who are lacking one 
parent? Will this effect them? 
And how about the kids with no 
parents to love and care for 
them? Read "Oliver Twist" for 
more incite. 

We all know what childhood 
suffering is. We have all experi¬ 
enced some level of it. We know 
that our mistreatment was not 
necessary or natural. Wild ani¬ 
mals treat their offspring better 
than most humans do. Childhood 
does not need to be that way. It 
is not the best way to create un¬ 
derstanding and loving adults. 

The world needs a system 
where parents can have the time, 
energy and necessities, to be lov¬ 
ing and understanding in 
rearing their children. I wonder 
if parents should not be allowed 
to take a job, until after they 
have finished their job of rear¬ 
ing their children? This would 
be possible in the Priceless 
Economic System (PES), if we 
discover this method is the best. 

It is nearly impossible for the 
very poor people to have any en¬ 
ergy, love and understanding to 
give to their children when they 
are totally drained just at¬ 
tempting to survive. 

Numbers 

Think about the numbers. 
There are BILLIONS of people 
in the lower levels of poverty in 
the world. We don’t notice them 
in this country because they are 
mostly hidden in rummage-sale 
second-hand clothing. They don’t 
look ragged _ and hungry. They 
are hidden in the slums or in 
public housing so that their 
numbers are not noticed and the 
affluent people’s consciences are 
not disturbed. But the suffering 
and misery goes on . . . and the 
creation of miserable adults goes 
on ... as long as we continue 
with the Profit Game! 


We don’t notice the big gap 
between the $50,000 or less 
income people (the poor people) 
and the million dollars or more 
income bracket people. Poor 
people’s homes don’t vary all 
that much. But try to imagine 
what a multi-million dollar Es¬ 
tate looks like. For some strange 
reason, most of us have never 
even seen one. We can’t realize 
the big gap that separates the 
super-rich from the 98.6% of us. 
These Estates must be well hid¬ 
den off the beaten tracks so that 
we won’t start thinking, "Why 
can they have so much and we 
have so little?" We might get 
angry and rebel if we could see 
them! 

All we see daily is our own 
counter-parts and we think of 
how much better off we are 
than some of them. 


We dream of getting a little 
richer like some of those we 
see around us. 

We can feel hopeful for a few 
little jumps up the ladder of 
success, if we work hard. But, it 
would be super-depressing to see 
the super-rich people because we 
know very well we shall never 
attain their level. So they keep 
themselves hidden. They prob¬ 
ably sometimes dress as we do, 
when they wish to go slumming 
and see how the slaves are 
behaving. 

1.4% of the U.S. population 
(about 3.5 million people) have 
made life pretty good for them¬ 
selves because they are very 
good at playing the Money 
(Profit) Game. The rest of us 
(about 256.5 million people) 
don’t really play the Game 
worth a damn, so we suffer and 
our children suffer. The less we 
are able to play the Game the 
more misery we suffer. 

No-Win Game 

It is really a "no win" Game. 
You can’t get a good job without 
experience and training. You 
can’t get training without money 
and you can’t get money without 
a job. About all that is available, 
is jobs at such low wages that 
one can barely exist and cer¬ 
tainly not be able to save 
enough to buy an education or 
special training. It’s a no-win 
game for most people. 

Very few people are aware of 
the secret of now to get their ex¬ 
tra money to work for them. So 
they can’t get even a little rich. 

Misery levels and income 
levels follow equal and opposite 
curves. Poor people suffer more 
misery. The less money, the more 
suffering. (Except for those of 


us who choose to live in 
voluntary simplicity.) Consider 
the numbers. There are so many 
billions more of really really 
poor poor people on this earth, 
that we must admit that there is 
an unimaginable totality of 
misery for people, because of 
the Profit System we are 
choosing to use. 

If we have even one little 
speck of intelligence, we will 
help promote an economic 
system where everyone will be a 
winner. 

Rich Parents 

Affluent people have nannies 
take care of their small children 
and later send them off to 
boarding schools. Most of these 
children probably never had the 
chance to become bonded with, 
i.e., truly loved, by their parents. 
That may be why the Ruling 
Class is unable to love ana 
understand and feel the misery 
they cause their slaves. That 
may be the reason why they like 
starting wars and why they like 
having slaves to boss. 

Even the lower class of the 
rich, i.e., people who have only a 
few million dollars, are sending 
their kids off to day care 
centers. They don’t realize the 
fact that they only get one shot 
at rearing their kids and they 
make the mistake of allowing 
someone else to mold their 
children.

Sometimes I 
got very depressed on the tenth 
of the month when I discovered 
I hadn’t made enough money to 
go around to all my creditors. 1 
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was on straight commissions 
selling real estate for ten years 
and in my own one-man real 
estate company for another ten 
years. I really had to whip 
myself into making a whole lot 
more calls to try and turn up 
more sales. It was a living 
HELL! I was totally focused on 
making more money. I didn’t 
even realize that it would be a 
good idea to help more in 
rearing our three children. 


T ala create my own Hell by 
thinking I should climb up the 
social ladder. I bought a better 
house in a "so called" better 
neighborhood (with a small 
down payment) about every five 
years. I bought a new car (with 
a small down payment) about 
every five years. I kept getting 
myself deeper in debt every 
year. 

Every time I got ahold of a 
little extra cash, I bought a run 
down old duplex, or fourplex. I 
finally had about thirteen of 
them. I somehow made the time 
to do all of the maintenance 
work and property management 
myself. I had no free time for 
me and little for my kids. I 
know what Hell is like! I have 
been there! 

By some miracle or just my 
good luck, I retired from this 
Rat Race when I was 42 years 
old when my youngest kid was 
sixteen. I’m so very very glad I 
did! I would never have made 
these astounding discoveries, if I 
was still in there trying to win 
more dollars in the Profit Game 
(Rat Race). I have discovered 
that there is a lot more to life 
than money. 

People get caught-up in the 
Profit Game when they start 
winning. Then the competing be¬ 
comes fun. It becomes addictive, 
like video games. Then they 
can’t stop playing the Profit 
Game. 

We need to play a game that 
doesn’t require competition but 
that thrives on cooperation. 
Then we’ll have the leisure time 
to do a good job of being 
parents.

Wars are and were started for 
Profit ! 

Environmental Destruction 

There is more profit in 
raping nature than in caring for 
nature. It is easy to see that 
there is more Profit in polluting 
than in reclaiming and recycling 
the waste from production. 

Here again Profit is the 
culprit. 

Starvation 

People are malnourished and 
starved to death on this planet 
because it is more Profitable to 
charge high prices for land. 
They make it difficult for 
people to have land and the 
spare time to raise their own 
food and build their own houses, 
as all people once did. If this 
were allowed it would be harder 
to get slaves for the factories 
and offices. Building codes keep 
the price of building a home too 
high for most people to afford. 

In 1980 there were 7.28 acres 
of food growable land on this 
earth for each person. One 


fourth of an acre (about 104’ x 
104’) will grow more than 
enough food Tor one person, so 
we have no shortage of good 
land, but most people can’t 
afford it. 

People have been conditioned 
to believe that they must have 
all those shinny toys that the 
mass media brags about, so they 
think that they must work in a 
city to get the money.

The slave 
system is a sound basis for Big 
Profits . 

Bread & Circus 

The mass media keeps people 
busy talking about what they 
call "news," e.g., the politicians, 
sports stars and movie stars. 
Talking about what these people 
are doing, right or wrong. Why 
watch someone play a sport or 
act an adventure on TV? 
Wouldn’t it be more fun to do it 
your self? 

It doesn’t occur to people to 
ask themselves, "Do I really need 
a President and those others?

$397,400 profit from each of 
their 700 employees (slaves). 

If all workers demanded and 
ot their fair share of their pro- 
uction there would be no Profit 
in hiring slaves (workers). 

Economics 

Can you see that Profit is our 
enemy (our Master)? Profit is 
the "motivator" in our present 
world-wide economic system. 
The Random House Dictionary 
definition of economics is: "the 
science treating of the 
production, distribution and 
consumption of goods and 
services." 


Our problems are not 
caused by bad people.

In a priceless system (PES) all 
schooling and learning would be 
free for everyone, with only 
teachers and professors who en¬ 
joyed teaching. The level of 
intelligence would leap to un¬ 
heard of heights. The world 
would progress in unbelievable 
acceleration. People would be 
happy doing what they liked do¬ 
ing. 

There would be no reason to 
start wars, pollute, starve, steal 
or promote divide and rule." We 
would then have no need for 
governments. 

There would be no reason to 
advertise to create a demand for 
products that people didn’t want.

I retired from the Rat Race 
when I was 42 years old in 1969. 
That gave me 24 hours per day 
of free time. The priceless idea 
popped into my mind. I thought 


that I invented the idea. Later, 
six people wrote to me saying 
that they invented the idea too. 
Later I discovered that the Es¬ 
kimos, some of the American In¬ 
dians and some of the South Sea 
Islanders had used the idea suc¬ 
cessfully for hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of years before the Profit 
idea invaded them. 

So maybe we took a wrong 
turn when money (Profit) was 
invented. Maybe we should get 
back on the right track before 
we all go over the cliff like the 
lemmings did. 

Make Free Time 

So how are we going to help 
people discover this volunteer 
and priceless idea? The world 
can’t change-over to this idea 
until people are aware of its 
existence. 

I suggest to people that they 
try to Figure out how to make 
some free time in their daily 
lives and then spend that time 
figuring out how they can 
spread this idea to as many peo¬ 
ple as possible.
